WASHINGTON, March 11—That the 
profit should be taken out of war is 
the unanimous opinion of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, which to- 
day opened hearings on the universal 
draft of men and property in the event 
of war. There are a number of bills, 
but attention is centered first on the 
resolution introduced by Royal C. 
Johnson (R.), Representative from 
South Dakota, which is the one 
drafted by the American Legion and 
that of John J. McSwain (D.), Repre- 
sentative from South Carolina. 

Persons appearing before the com- 
mittee today favored such legislation 
as that which has been advocated by 
The Christian Science Monitor. The 
only question at issue is one. of 
feasibility. Shall there be an amend- 
ment to the Constitution or merely 
legislation on the assumption that 
the Government already has sufficient 
power to commandeer property as 
well as men? Shall a commission be 
appointed to study the question as 
recommended in the McSwain resolu- 
tion, or shall the Johnson direct 
authorization of the President be 
adopted? These are the questions 
which the committee is seeking to 


decide. 
Nevada Unit for Plan 

The first to be heard this morning 
was Charles L. Richards (D.), Rep- 
resentative from Nevada, who declared 
that he voiced the sentiment of the 
people of his State as a unit in advo- 
cating any plan that would prove a 
substitute or deterrent for war.

MR. MARSHALL TALKS 
TO BOSTON AUDIENCES 


A plea for fewer and better laws 
was voiced by Thomas R. Marshall of 
Indiana, former Vice-President of the 
United States, at the annual dinner of 
the Boston University Law School Asso- 
ciation at the Hotel Somerset last eve- 
ning. Many men prominent in law and 
public life: were in attendance, and the 
speakers included, besides Mr. Marshall, 
Arthur P. Rugg, Chief Justice of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court; Lemuel 
H. Murun, president of Boston Univer- 
sity; Thomas W. Proctor, president of 
the Massachusetts Bar A 
George R. Nutter, president of the Bos- 
ton Association; and James M. 
Curley, Mayor of Boston. Moses B. 
Lourie, president of the alumni associa- 
tion, presided, 

Mr. Marshall urged & sharp une of 
distinction between “lobbying” and the 
practice of law, so that each may be 
made to stand ‘squarely upon its own 
merits. Since judges’ are recruited 
from the ranks of lawyers, he said, 
every corrupt lawyer casts refiection, 
in an indirect way, upon the judiciary, 
at least from the point of view of the 
general public. 

In a lecture on “Fundamentals of 
Civic dership.“ delivered earlier in 
the day at the Boston University law 
school, Mr. Marshall advocated a law 
providing a 10-year disenfranchisement 
for every able-bodied man or woman

There is pending in the Senate a 
bill, identical with the Strayer bill, 
which was offered by Senator John J. 
McGrane (D.), to meet just such an 
emergency as now exists. Friends of 
the measure doubted today that the 
Republican majority in the legislature 
will. ignore the wish of the Repub- 
lican majority in the city government 
and pass the Strayer bill. They also 
doubted that with a peculiar consist- 
ency in which the slight balance of 
power is held in the House that either 
the Strayer or Schofield bills can 
pass there. 

In addition there is the deadlock in 
the Senate where the Democratic 
minority has conducted a 38-day fili- 
buster with all legislation — 
behind it.

There have been isolated spectac- 
ular flights over land and sea, but 
this willi be the first attempt to main- 
tain prolonged flights under widely 
varying conditions and to establish 
courses which subsequently can be 
followed in air travel.

The flying 
equipment which is the very latest 
that technique can devise will be sub- 
jected to the tests of different climatic 
conditions. He 

It the journey proves successful, 
the United States will have estab- 
lished the distinction of being the 
first to discover and traverse airways 
which can be accepted as established 
routes for the airmen of the world. 
If the American fliers do not succeed 
in circling the earth according to 
their present plans they will have 
gained valuable experience for long 
distatce flying. ö

Improved Liberty Motors 
Each plane weighs about 4000 
pounds net. With their loads, con- 
sisting chiefly of fuel and oil, giving 
them a flight possibility of more than 


2000 ‘miles, they will weigh about 
twice that amount. The engine is the 
improved Liberty, which will carry 
the plane at a speed of more than 100 
miles an hour. The improvements 
that have been made over the original 
Liberty engine include an arrange- 
ment of intake pasages to prevent 
back-firing and to diminish the danger 
of fire; gasoline pumps. for the car- 
bureters fitted to reduce danger from 
gasoline under pressure, and stronger 
timing gears to operate the two igni- 
tion systems. 

The fusilage construction is of steel 
tubing welded and riveted in place. 
This gives additional strength over 
the usual stick and wire construction, 
in addition to freedom from warping 
and loss of alignment. The planes 
can be adapted quickly for landing 
and take-off on either land or water 
by a change from the 36 by 8 inch 
wheels to pontoons.

- CHECK-UP SOUGHT 


Registrar Asks Police to Sen 
Him Numbers | 


Frank A. Goodwin, registrar of 
motor vehicles, in a letter to inspec- 
tors of his department and the chiefs 
of police of the State, asks for the 
names of every automobile owner 
whose headlights and tail lights do 
not conform to the law, and also the 
names of car owners driving on the 
highways with their number plates so 
covered with mud and dirt that they 
cannot be read. 

The letter is as follows: “Now that 
the roads are becoming more favor- 
able for motor vehicle traffic, it is en- 
cumbent upon us to make a drive 
against owners of motor vehicles who 
have allowed their headlights and tail 
lights to get into bad condition, and 
who are. driving around the streets 
with their number plates so covered 
with mud and dirt that they cannot 
be read. 

“I wish you would send to me the 
number of every motor vehicle violat- 
ing the headlight and tail light laws, 
and also the law requiring number 
plates to be plainly visible. 

“I think public opinion has become 
aroused to such an extent that all 
law-enforcing agencies realize the 
people want a stricter enforcement of

Convention Delegates 


CONCORD, N. H., March 11 (Spe- 
cial) —New citizens are at 
the polls today im the first direct vote 
of the people in the 1924 presidentia! 
campaign to be held anywhere in the 
United States. Bleven delegates will 
be elected to the Republican Conven- 
tion and 12 to the Democratic, but 
eight of the latter will be entitied to 
only one-half vote each. 

The Republican delegates will be 
favorable to President Coolidge and at 
least 10 of them Will be pledged under 
the state primary law to support him 
so long as he shall be a candidate be- 
fore the Cleveland convention. There 
is a contest in one of the congres- 
sional districts between the several 
Coolidge-pledged candidates and a 
contest for one of the places as dele- 
gates-at-large with eight candidates 
for seven places. 

Main interest is in this delegate- 
at-large —contest in which Senator 
George H. Moses is a candidate for 
President Coolidge, but not pledged 
under the New Hampshire law, and in- 
terest is in whether he leads the 
ticket and if so, by how substantia! a 
majority.

HE Germanic word “bund” has 

‘somehow come to take on a new 

meaning in the Orient. It means 
there a water-front road. There is 
one in Canton, in Ningpo, in Tientsin, 
in Yokohama, in Shanghai—and in I 
know not how many other cities. I 
suppose the name came from the 
street having had originally . located 
upon it the buildings of the European 
traders grouped (“bund-ed"), for self- 
protection and neighborliness, close 
together. It has been adopted by 
natives and foreigners alike. 

The Shanghai Bund is a cosmo- 
politan strand, one of the world’s most 
cosmopolitan. Along it, for nearly 
two miles, are banks, consulates, ship- 
ping houses, and clubs, put up there 
‘by white men after Shanghai became 
one of the early “treaty ports” of the 
Celestial Empire; but on its pavement

OF:GOSPEL OF JOHN 


Manuscript Probably Written in 
Beginning of Fifth Century

LONDON, March 1—Carefully pre- 
served between sheets of glass in the 
library of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society in London are 8:6 
papyrus leaves, on which are written 
the earliest known Coptic version of 
the Gospel of Jol.n, The Rev. R. Kil- 
gour, writing in the Glasgow Herald; 


About 100 miles north of Tut-ankh- 
Amen’s tomb in the Valley of the 
Kings at Luxor lies the once im- 
portant village of Quau-el-Kebir on 
the right side of the Nile. Here 
last winter members of the British 
School of Archsology were excavat- 
ing among the rubbish heaps, and 
One day a broken earthenware jar 
was dug up. Guy Brunton saw a 
sand-colored rag in the jar, which 
proved to be a bag, and in the bag 
were inscribed papyrus leaves. Fur- 
ther examination showed that the 
writing was in Coptic characters and 
Scriptural. | _They _Were_ sent to Lp 
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land to Sir Flinders Petrie, the Di- 
rector of the School of Archzology 
in Egypt. Soon seeing the word 
“Lazarus” and other Biblical words, 
he knew that the manuscript was one 
of the gospels and not merely an old 
Coptic sermon. It turned out to be 
the Gospel of John. 

Each page is about 9'2 inches by 
4% inches. Sheets are missing from 
the beginning and end, and pages 
11-12 and 33-34, but 86 pages contain 
the continuous text of the Egyptian 
version. Experts conclude that the 
manuscript was probabiy written 
about the beginning of the fifth cen- 
tury, Which would make it the oldest 
known copy of any Coptic Christian 
book. The text has not yet been all 
translated, so it is not yet known 
which Egyptian version this repre- 
sents. Before the end of the year, 
the British School of Archsology 
hope to publish a translation of the 
text, illustrated with photographs of 
the actual words and forms used. 

Who wrote this manuscript, and 
where? What church or monastery 
used it? Who owned it, and why was 
it buried? Here it Hes, with its 1300- 
year-old bag beside it. among the 
treasures of the Bible House.

LONDON MEETING DEMANDS FULL. 
POLITICAL EQUALITY FOR WOMEN 


Special from Monitor Bureau 

LONDON, March 1—Many women’s 
organizations were represented at a 
public meeting, convened by the 
Women's Freedom League, at the 
Essex Hall, Essex Street, Strand, to 
celebrate the sixth anniversary of the 
passing of the Representation of the 
People Act, which enfranchised cer- 
tain British women over 30 years of 
age, and to demand the franchise on 
the same terms as men. 

The chairman, Mrs. Mustard, draw- 
ing attention to the objects of the 
meeting. pointed out that 2,500,000 


women under 30 were still unenfran- 
chised in Great Britain. Prospects 
tor women's interests were, however, 
more hopeful now that there were 
‘eight women M. P.'s in the House of 
Commons. Never again would ques- 
tions closely affecting women be ig- 
nored in Parliament as they had been 
in the past.

There are three things which must 
he accomplished definitely if the 
United States is to continue as a de- 
mocracy along the lines of the sup- 
posedly American democracy. There 
must be a literacy test that is actu- 
ally a test, which every person must 
pass before he is permitted to vote. 

There must be a limit to immigra- 
tion except in so far and to that degree 
that it is possible to really American- 
ize the people who come into the 
United States: that is, not merely 
teach them to read and write the 
English language, but convert and 
evangelize them in 2 old Ameri- 
can ideals. 

Third, a minimum of education 
must be federally established for 
every child in the United States and 
ent This is the object of the 
education or Sterling-Reed bill, for- 
28 known as the Towner- Sterling 

Concerning the removal of illiteracy, 
I do not see this from the standpoint 
of the welfare or happiness of the 
illiterates themselves. I am convinced 
literacy is necessary, if we are to have 
a people who can vote intelligently 
and democratically on propositions 
that are submitted to them. There- 
fore, I believe in a literacy test to be 
administered by the educational au- 

thorities of each state, with the priv- 
flege of voting refused to every per- 
son who cannot pass. 

I have seen men and women brought 
to thé polls by a local boas, who also 
employed most of them, to vote on a 
child labor law. By voting “no” they 
continued child labor. If they had 
been educated to read and write Eng- 
lish and vote intelligently, no boss 
could have made them condemn their 
children to hard labor. Certainly no 
woman would do such a thing. 


True Americanization Work 


Going on to the second need, a 
proper definition of what is called 
“Americanization,” Miss Jones said: 

People coming to the United States 
today are not dangerous to us be- 
cause they cannot speak English, but 
because they are coming from lands 
which have no conception of our 
American point of view. Our Ameri- 
canization work should be aimed at 
converting and evangelizing the peo- 
ple who come here, until they come 
to know and appreciate American 
ideals. 

‘They have got to be shown that if 
they ure permitted to come here and 
establish the things they are trying 
to, they ll bring upon themselves 
here A oe they are seeking 
to escape. do not believe we should 
admit people of absolutely anti- 
American ideals.

"REDUCES EXPENSE 
State ‘Cuts Pay Roll $20,000, 


and Increases Efficiency 


MONTPELIER, Vt., March 11 (Spe- 
cial)—Consolidation of more than 20 
separate departments and bureaus 
into seven, accomplished under the 
Acts of 1923, has resulted, in little 
less than a year, in a pay-roll saving 
of approximately $20,000 and increased 
efficiency, according to the reports 
for the last fiscal year. 

The commissioner of Finance, Her- 
bert C. Comings of Richford, a Dem- 
ocrat appointed by a Republican 
Governor, and Gov. Redfield Proctor, 
have succeeded in re-establishing the 
departments on an eight-hour day 
basis, although considerable opposi- 
tion to the movement was met. 
Another change which was opposed 
was the installation of a special permit 
post office meter, by means of which 
all the first-class mail ultimately will 
be sent out from the State House 
post office under the direction of the 
sergeant-at-arms, doing away with 
the buying of stamps by the various 
departments and the work of 10 or 
12 mail clerks and messengers. 
This plan is not expecte to save 
a great deal of money, but it will pre- 
vent some time loss and will bring the 
item of “postage,” now split up into 
25 or 30 departments, into one appro- 
priation. It will also prevent the pri- 
vate use of stamps on band in the vari- 
ous departments. 

In place of the board of control, the 
Governor now calls in the heads of the 
various departments for a sort of 


an emergency board was created. con- 
sisting of the Governor, the chairmen 
of the committees on appropriations 
and ways and means of the House, and 
the chairmen of the committees on ap- 
propriations and finance of the Senate.

EDUCATION AGENCIES. 
FORM MERGER PLAN 


* Bpeciat from Monitor Bureau 

NEW. YORK, March 10— Fusion of 
the chief agencies for the development 
of international education, aided by the 
Laura Spellman Rockefeller Memorial 
and the Carnegie Corporation, was an- 
nounced at Columbia University yester- 
day by Dr. John W. Cunliffe, secretary 
of the American University Union, 
which is to be merged with the Ameri- 
can Council on Education. The union's 
divisions in London and Paris are to be 
administered by a joint committee. 
chosen from the union’s trustees and 
the council's committee on international 
cducational relations as follows: a 

Dean H. V. Amos, University of Penn- 
sylvania; President J. R. Angell, Yale; 
Prof. E. C. Armstrong. Princeton; Dean

Six Countries Adopt Conventions 
of Labor Conference 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


LONDON, March 1— Steady progress 
has already been recorded this year 
in the ratification by the different 
states which are members of the In- 
ternational Labor Organization of the 
League of Nations of the draft con- 
ventions adopted by the annual sessions 
of the International Labor Conference, 
and news has just been received 

that a committee of the Aus- 


trian National Assembly has unani- 


mously recommended the ratification 
of the convention adopted at Wash- 
ington in 1919 on the question of the 
eight-hour day and 4S-hour week. 

At the meeting of the governing 
body of the office at the end of Janu- 
ary the representative of the Polish 
Government announced the ratifica- 
tion, by the competent authorities of 
his country of 13 conventions, while 
the. Italian Government representa- 
tive announced the forthcoming rati- 
fication by Italy of all conventions 
adopted by the International Labor 
Conference, with the exception of that 
on the eight-hour day, which has been 
submitted to Parliament.

[ANGORA COMMISSION: 


WISHES TO SUPPRESS 


PUBLIC DEBT PAYMENT | 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 18 (Spe. 
cial Correspondence) — The report that 
the Angora Budget Commission wishes ö 


to suppress the Public Debt Adminis- 
tration and replace it with a tax sys- 
tem similar to that of the United 
States has aroused considerable in- 
terest in the Constantinople press. 
At least one journal, the opposition 
paper, Tanin, does not think it pos- 
sible for the Turkish Government to 
abolish the public debt without re- 
pudiating financial obligations 
foreign bondholders. It says: 
There is no doubt that the Repub- 
lic of Turkey, desiring 
in his own house, cannot look favor- 
abely upon a foreign institution like 
the public debt. By the Lausanne 
Treaty we Turks have won a large 
part of our aspirations, but, al- 


though the capitulations have been 


abrogated, there are the bonds of the 
debt. During the Great War our 
Government considered the suppres- 
sion of the public debt,-but in order 
to prevent the collapse of our credit, 
we gave up the idea. Now we are 
obliged to pay our obligations to the 
holders of the bonds. It is only the 
Russian Soviets who have refused to 
pay what they owe. We Turks must 
be loyal to our signatures.

At that time it was 
almost impossible to obtain any kind 
of stage material or equipment. The 
original group of actors included five 
persons, among whom the present 
diréctor, Mr. Bikov, and his wife were 
the two leading spirits. From the 
beginning the Semperante had the

The Schiller Theater has only 
recently been taken over by the Gov- 
ernment, It may be considered a pre- 
paratory school for audiences unde- 
veloped in a proper appreciation of 
higher theatrical art.

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On No subject has there been more uncertainty as 


to the attitude which the Labor Government would take 
ewe than on that of India. It was 
ee known to be thoroughly sym- 
: pathetic to the aspirations of the 
} Indian people for self-govern- 
ment. But no one knew how far 
it was prepared to go in coun- 
} tenancing and supporting the 
2 — Swarajist movement. Its atti- 
tude has now been defined, and it would seem sensibly 
defined, both by the Prime Minister and by Lord Olivier. 
Fundamentally that attitude is that it stands by the 
Montagu-Chelmsford reforms and that it is willing to 
make whatever modifications in detail in the working of 
the Indian Constitution experience may show to be neces- 
sary, but that it will not yield to any claims which are 
based on the refusal of Indians to co-operate with the 
British in the working out of the Indian problem along 
constitutional lines. 5 

It is not easy for people who have not been in India 
and studied its problems to realize how gigantic an 
experiment in self-government is there being made. India 
is not a country like France or Germany, or even like 
the United States. It is far more similar to a continent. 
Only three times in history has India been united: 
once, before the Christian era, under the Buddhist 
Emperor Asoka; once, for more than a century, under 
the Muhammadan Moghul Dynasty, and now, again for 
a century, undér British rule. It was the object of the 
Reforms Constitution to lay the foundations for a process 
whereby this enormous area should become a single self- 
governing federation by gradual steps. 

The new Constitution was welcomed by the more 
moderate sections of Indian opinion. The moderates 
stood for election, won a’majority of the seats, and now 
hold many ministerial portfolios. The extremer nation- 
alist elements, however, rejected it, and embarked upon a 
policy of non-cooperation. There were many reasons 
for this. There was first the resentment caused by the 
terrible episode of the Jallianwalla Bagh and the treat- 
ment of Turkey by the Allies. The second was the spread 
in Asia of the extremer doctrines of self-determination 
and of revolutionary propaganda. The third and most 
important of all was the influence of Mahatma Gandhi. 
Gandhi for years had become more and more convinced 
that Western civilization, with its pursuit of material 
wealth and its constant international wars, was funda- 
mentally wrong. He, therefore, advised his fellow coun- 
trymen to save themselves from its “satanic” ways by 
forcing a dissolution of the British connection by a nation- 
wide non-violent refusal to co-operate with the govern- 
ment or to use the products of industrial civilization. 

The non-violent non-cooperation movement, however, 
ended in violence and the imprisonment of Mahatma 
Gandhi. Its leaders then decided to alter their tactics. 
They stood for office at the last election on the avowed 
program of wrecking the reforms by obstruction from 
within, if their proposals for immediate home rule were 
not conceded. They won very considerable successes, 
and it is with the situation so created that the Labor 
Government has had to deal. 

Mr. Ramsay MacDonald made his view clear almost 
the day he came into office. “During all my political 
life, he said, “I have anchored myself firmly upon the 
conviction that if progress is to be well rooted, it can 
only be carried on by what are called political or consti- 
tutional means. I can see no hope for India if it be- 
comes the arena for a struggle between constitutionalism 
and revolution.“ Lord Olivier has since been more ex- 
plicit. ‘To my mind,” he said, there has been no more 
lamentable blunder than the refusal under Mr. Gandhi's 
leadership to go to the councils.” In his opinion, the 
only hope for India is the gradual welding together 
of the immensely diverse elements and interests of which 
it is composed into a single electorate, by practical train- 
ing in self-government under the supervision of those 
who have had long experience of the working of demo- 
cratic institutions in other parts of the world. 


There is no doubt that Lord Olivier is right.. The 


problem of Indian self-governinent can be solved neither 
by the British nor by the Indians alone. It is too com- 
plicated and too vast. It will require the best that both 
can give. The British have done their part by introduc- 
ing a progressive constitutional régime.. If the Indian 
politicians cannot find the means of co-operating even for 
ten years with their British colleagues in the great task 
of freeing their country from the evils of caste, and child 
marriage, and idolatry, as well as in the work of prevent- 
ing the growth in India of those industrial evils which 
disfigure the West, it will only prove that they are not 
yet ready to share in that responsible government for 
which they clamor so loudly. . 


THERE are various estimates of the amount of vacant 
land in the Canadian west available for cultivation. The

A federal tax on land values is a more drastic remedy, 


however, than the political parties in the House of Com- 


mons are prepared to apply. Some of the Canadian prov- 
inces, as well as the municipalities, do tax land values. 
An additional tax of 1 per cent on the capitalized value 
would have the effect of dispossessing many of the hold- 
ers of land upon which they had paid taxes for years. 
In effect, the land would revert to the Crown. It would 
be nationalization of some land, without even the provi- 
sion of purchase from the present holders. 

The policy of taxing land values can be defended from 
the point of view of law and equity. When taxes are 
imposed on improvements, business and incomes, the 
owners have to pay or forfeit part of their property to 
the state. Land values are peculiarly the product of the 
whole community’s enterprise. They are created by the 


community, and it would seem eminently just that they 


should be included as a source of revenue when payment 
has to be made for public services. But when the effect 
of taxation of land values is liable to be something like 
confiscation from private ownership back to the state, it 
is easy to understand why there should be hesitation in 
the Dominion to take steps in the direction of Henry

as formerly such selections were 
8 made in caucuses and conven- 
tions, it is now provided that initiative action lies, at 
least theoretically, with the voters themselves. The effort 
has been to eradicate what were generally admitted to 
be the abuses of the political ring system, under which 
it seemed that candidates acceptable to the ruling political 
powers, but often unpopular with the masses, were nomi- 
nated and elected to public office. Theoretically the 
modern system is sound and democratic. But there are 
disquieting indications which point to the possibility that 
in practice the results obtained are not always satisfactory. 

There are two points of weakness in the primary elec- 
tion system. One of these is the undeniable fact that in 
a majority of instances the initiative is not taken by the 
people of the state or district, but by the individual who 
regards himself as the logical or the strongest prospective 
candidate, The ambitious office seeker finds it easy to 
obtain, by personal solicitation, the necessary, number of 
signatures to the petition which insures him a place on 
the official ballot. His activity in his own behalf too 
often prevents the entrance of opposing candidates. 

Another element of weakness in the primary system, 
though it is by no means inherent, is the indifference of 
the voters in availing themselves of the opportunity to 
express their preferences. Nominations are made for 
even the more important offices by a minority of the 
qualified electors. Thus again the choice is more than 
likely to fall on the ambitious aspirant who first places 
himself in the field upon his own initiative. 

If the primary method of nominating political can- 
didates is to survive, or if it is to prove its fitness to 
survive, it can do so only as it is made to serve the peo- 
ple, rather than the seekers of public office. Party lead- 
ers, anxious for success, would hesitate to recommend to 
the suffrage of the electors many of those candidates 
who, through the carelessness or indifference of the voters, 
obtain places on the official ballot. In Congress, in state 
legislatures, and on the bench in those states where judges 
are chosen by popular. vote, many positions of power 


and authority are filled by those who have gained pre fer- 


ment through the side door left open by an indifferent 
public. 

The primary method of nomination should survive. 
It can be made practically, as well as theoretically, effi- 
cient and effective. The people have the right, in the 
first instance, to initiate the candidacy of those whom they 
desire to call to political service. But, having that right, 
they should exercise it. Failing to do this, they might 
do worse than to yield the privilege to their nominal 
representatives who, mindful of their responsibilites as 
party leaders and tacticians, will, as a preliminary, 
elifninate all undesirable: or incompetent material. This 
necessary process cannot safely be neglected. If the 
people will not undertake it, they should allow it to be 
accomplished by someone in their behalf. 


In BEHALF of the wheat farmers in the middle west- 
ern sections of the United States, it is insisted that 
some effective measure must be

The example cited is illustrative of the economic 
status of thousands upon thousands of American wheat 
farmers. They recite the fact that everything they buy 
is sold in a protected market.or under economic condi- 
tions regulated by agreements among manufacturers and 
distributors. They admit that organized and controlled 
marketing of farm products might eventually bring a 
measure of relief to the producers of wheat, but quite 


convincingly show that the immediate necessity, if the 
industry is to survive, is relief through a less circuitous 


and complicated method. The quickest means, accord- 
ing to the farmers, is the levying, as ordered by Presi- 
dent Coolidge on Saturday last, of an additional duty of 
12 cents a bushel on wheat. This fixes the tariff at 


42 cents a bushel on Canadian hard wheat, which is now 
* 


declared to be disastrously competing with the mid-west 
United States product. This grade of wheat is the one 
most sought. In order to allay the apprehensions of Amer- 
ican consumers of bread, the defenders of this higher 
tariff on wheat insist that an increase in the selling price of 
that grain will not cause an advance in the price of bread. 
They seek to show that the present price of bread is 100 
per cent higher than is justified: by the price of wheat 
and flour. They quote Henry C. Wallace, Secretary of 
Agriculture, as saying: The price of bread in cities 
has not fallen with the price of wheat and flour. A 
pound loaf of bread which in Minneapolis in 1913-14 
cost 5.8 cents now costs approximately 9 cents, while 
flour, which in 1913-14 cost $4.34 a barrel, now costs 
$6.89. Allowing 280 loaves to a barrel, the margin 
between the flour price and the bread price has increased 
from $10.40 to $18.30.” 

Canadian wheat, if it is sold in competition with 
native wheat in the United States, finds a market there 
only because millers and bakers prefer it to the home 
product. It would hardly be insisted by Canadian farm- 
ers that the market south of the international boundary, 
after paying the new duty of 42 cents a bushel and 
the necessary freight charges, is better than that found 
across the Atlantic. No hardship, probably, will be 
worked upon friendly neighbors now that it is decided 
to increase the duty on Canadian wheat entering the 
United States. And if the price of bread will not be 
advanced as a result of such action, certainly there should 
be no objection, so far as the consumers are concerned, 
to the imposition of these protective duties. The oppor- 
tunity offered is an ideal one for testing again the old 
theory of protection and free trade. Our protectionist 
friends, among whom it appears may now be counted 
the western wheat farmers, insist that the tariff does 
not increase the cost to the ultimate consumer. The free 
traders argue the exact contrary. The proof of the pud- 
ding, to paraphrase an ancient maxim, may be found to 
lie in eating the loaf of bread.

Some time, 
perhaps, some experimenter will tell us that everything 
weighs more in the morning light than in the fading 
evening twilight. 

So it seems that a smile counts for more in the morn- 
ing. It costs no more then than later in the day, and is 
just as easy to give. In the home it means most, but in 
the office, or shop, or store, it is also almost priceless. An 
expert mathematician might, perhaps, be able to compute 
the future value of a smile, with interest reckoned at a 
fair rate. Possibly the result would be surprising, for the 
influence of the kindly and generous thought behind a 
smile is indeterminate. You can never tell where it ends, 
if, indeed, it ever does end. 

Fortunate the man or woman, boy or girl, who catches 
the welcome smile in the beginning of the day. Did you 
ever, along the street’ or in the park, chance to encounter 
the welcome sunshine radiated trom the face of a child 
out for its morning stroll or daily perambulator ride? A 
little exchange like that will fortify one for a whole day, 
no matter what its seeming trials and problems. The 
recipient cannot fail to pass it on, and in doing so he mul- 
tiplies it, according to his own peculiar methods, a dozen 
or a thousand times. 

From that. point no process yet discovered can keep 
tally on it. It increases by arithmetical progression 
faster than anything known, Can you imagine an invest- 
ment that calls for so little outlay that pays so hand- 
somely in dividends? And the remarkable thing about 
it all is that the more general the investing, the greater 
the supply and the richer the returns. 


| Editorial Notes. 


As No precedent exists for operations on so large 
a scale, it is impossible to forecast definitely the results 
which will follow the endeavor to salvage the German 
warships which were scuttled at Scapa Flow on June 21, 
1919. Active preparations for the work are, however, 
already in progress, a contract having been concluded a 
short while ago with the British Admiralty by a London 
firm of iron and steel merchants and engineers. All 
the salvage plant, it is said, will be entirely new, and 
operations should be commenced about the end of March. 
Some may remember that the fleet sunk included eight 
battleships, five battle cruisers, and eight light cruisers, 
and that of these only one battleship and three light 
cruisers were salvaged at the time. If the project is 
successful, therefore, the venture should prove highly 


profitable. 3

TuHat the railways of the United States have lost a 
man of unusual acumen and remarkable ability in Alfred 
H. Smith, who served the New York Central lines for 
the past decade as its president, is unquestionable.

Progress in Poland

[The following artic for The (hristian Scienbe Monitor is 
written by an Englishman, long resident in Poland. His intimate 
association with Poland during the scar and with the period of 
liberation following the war gives particular weight to fis obser- 
vations on present conditions there.] 

Krakow, Feb. 10 (Special Cor-espondence)—Six months 
of absence from this land enables u to see more clearly how 
things are moving and estimate the advance. Things in Europe 
are comparable only, to a kaleidoscope since 1914, and the 
last year has been one of great tens on. In Poland there has 
been a steady march upward, which, during January, has 
brought very hard times. 

Mr. Hilton Young, the British financial expert, returned 
to Poland yesterday after weeks of absence, and his first 
remark to acquaintances recalled the famous dictum about 
Augustus. He said: 

“I left Poland a paper state, and I come back to find it 
a gold one. It looks as if I had only to play the part of a 
well-disposed observer here!” 


He was referring of course to the fact that the Grabski - 


Cabinet had taken things sternly in hand at last, had put 
the cost of traveling on the railways on a gold basis, and had 
announced the collecting of taxes strictly according to the same 
standard. This brought about, in one month, a jump in the 
cost of living such as no one expected in a year. At this 
moment a good meal in a Warsaw restaurant costs $1, three 
times what it did six months ago. The same applies to most 
other things—in some cases prices have overstepped what is 
felt to be the values in gold of the goods on the world market, 
with the result that reductions have been necessary. No one 
could buy. That is the first surprise“ on coming back to 
Poland in 1924. It is all to the good, if the administration can 
only make good use of the resources now at its disposal. 
> > > 

Fearing worse things, people are hastening to pay their 
back taxes. For six years the state has functioned virtually 
gratis. No one has contributed from his pocket any- 
thing worth while. A small farmer would sell a dozen eggs 
and pay his yearly dues. Now things will really pinch. I 
heard it from four sides: from a British business man in the 
capital, from a landowner in the same place, from a Polish 
manufacturer in Krakow, and from a Jewish money lender— 
all made the same wail, that Grabski is grabbing' all their 
resources. Of course one takes that with a grain of salt. The 
budget of the state fer the next three months is now assured 
for the first time since the liberation of 1918. 

For the time being, however, much suffering results, for 
no one has the money to pay for his daily needs. L speak, of 
course, of the average man, who has not speculated to advan- 
tage, and who has no reserves to fall back on. The struggle 


for existence is thus terrific, and this exerts disastrous influence 


on the morale of the people. It looks to one as if, as Hobbes 
put it, every man was indeed a wolf to his fellow. The most 
anyone does is think of his family. 

A number of us discussed together the moral question 
as to whether a man on salarv could possibly have lived in the 
past months, and not have done himself or the state an injurv. 
If he kept his salary in a chest and paid out from it whatever 
his needs required, he lost a large part of the value. If he 
put half of it out at usury with a business man or an agent, 
taking monthly or even weekly 25 per cent, he was doing the 
whole community an injury. Speculation has become thus a 
necessary part of life. 

+ > 

And so we come to our second part—the state of opinion of 
the people. Here a paradox meets us at once. On the one 
hand a sort of madness is on evervone, on the other one sees 
proofs of a real soberness settling down on the country. 

The madness comes from the scurry of trving to find the 


means to live; the soberness from the conviction that one can't 


have them, and so must be content to do without. Once more, 
nothing is said here of the favored minority, who make money 
hand over fist, come out with a new coat or a new automobile 
every week, and give parties of every kind to their hearts’ 
content. Even they will be sobered a bit now, for they'll have 
to pay for their fun; but the most of them can pay and easily. 

Certain things are become impossible: the buying of books, 
which have gone up with other things, the publishing of all 
kinds of serious things, which, of course, can only pay if they 
sell. In one way this will not hurt, for an enormous amount 
of trash has beer circulated in the land. But the bad thing 
is that the good stuff, of which I see much in the bookstalls, 
is also made unavailable. 

Soberness has come in the field of social and political writ- 
ing and thinking. It was needed, for there has been too much 
caprice, too much experimenting, anc too much mutual criticiz- 
ing for times like these. At last it looks as if the will to get 
together were prevailing. The Pole can be a real hero when 
he has to. The “has to” time is upon us. The chief attention 
centers on the cleaning up of the fiscal mess in the Treasury. At 
the extremities, on all the frontiers, the minorities question is 
passing through a new phase. A brief review will be in order.

The news from the areas where the clash came with the 
Czechs in 1919, the Duchy of Teschen, is better than it has 
yet been. It looks as though these two brother Slav peoples 
can find a way of agreeing, even though one of them feels 
that injustice has been done it. 

An even more serious matter—because concerned with a 
wider field—is that of the White Russian people inhabiting the 
areas south of Vilna and reaching to the Prvpjet marshes. 
Two clear-cut policies were suggested for the solution of this: 
the one that the land be attached by federation to Poland, the 
other that it be incorporated in the Republic. The latter 
prevailed, but many who were for it then are not so sure now. 
They see how the Russian peasant is not getting a chance to 
develop himself, how he hates the colonist who comes from 
the west, how fruitful a soil is left for Orthodox, i. e., Russian 
intrigue. 

There remains the matter of the Ukrainians or Red Rus- 
sians to the south. Of these-there are upward of 4,000,000. 
They have a special autonomy provision, and the three districts 
are, for the present, handed over to Poland. Here the situation 
is acute only because of the way many Polish officials have 
acted, though the antipathy is one that goes back at least forty 
years. But the new phase of it comes from the fact of the 
change in the attitude of Moscow toward their brothers to 
the east. The whole of South Russia new has its own lan- 


"guage, its administration, its schools—at least in theory. The 


relation is that of the Federated Union of Soviets, as the 
world knows. 

All these matters, and the international situation generally, 
are causing the people i Poland, who are responsible for the 
future, to think soberly. With Ramsay MacDonald at the 
helm in England, and the prospects of Russia’s coming into the 
arena of affairs, Poland has serious things before her. It is 
time to be wide awake, and to think twite before letting any 
foolishness weaken the state. W. J. 
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
